WELCOME FOR PRINCE ALEX 


Standard of Empire Says Objections 
Founded on Old Fear of Court 
at Ottawa 

The Standerd of Empire, comment- 
ing on objetcions which have been 
raised in Canada against the appoint- 
ment of Prince Alexander of Teck, as 
governor-general, to succeed the 
Duke of Connaught, says: 

“It seems to us that the ground of 
cirticism is the old fear that an at- 
tempt might be made to establish a 
court at Ottawa and found a royal 
house of Canada. There is no reason 
to suppose that the Prince and Prin- 
cess Aleaxnder will be desirous of 
making alterations in the established 
order of things. . 

“Those who have considered the 
Matter carefully will agree that it is 
of vital importance to an imperial 
understanding that the office of gov- 
erior-general in the great dominions 
shou'd be regarded in the. same light 
as the crown itself, above party poli- 
tics. It is to the advantage of all that 
the occupants of vice-regal positions 
should be chosen so far ag possible 
from among those who have not been 
closely identified with any party. 

“The few jarring notes which have 
been struck refer, of course, to 
principle, based on misconception, we 
think, and not to the new governor- 
general and his wife as individuals. 
But their reception in Canada will be 
warmer for the fact that the question 
has been raised at all.” :

First Description Published of Rout-

and a Half Centuries 

Picturesque ceremonies are always 
interesting, more especially those 
that have a long history and have 
been handed down through the ages. 

One such—tte more interesting in 
that it is very little known—the cere- 
mony of the King’s Keys at the Tow- 
er of London—is described in detail 
for the first time by Mr. Foulkes, the 
curator of the Tower armory.

Between Government 
and Licensee , 
The present Timber Royalty act of 
British Columbia is chiofly significant 
in all timber royalties, subsequent to 
January 1, 1920, on the sale value of 
the timber cut, over and above an ar- 
bitrarily fixed price of $18 per thous 
and feet bo: measure.

CAVALRY HORSE RANCH 


Alberta Land Leased to Natlonal Live 
Stock Excnange, Limited 

The lease of 65,120 acres of graz- 
ing land south of the Red Deer River 
in Alberta to the National Live Stock 
Exchange, Limited, of Montreal, for 
the raising of cavalry mounts for the 
Canadian government and the British 
war effice, has been ratified. The Na- 
tional Livestock Exchange is repre- 
sented by its president, M. J. O'Brien, 
and its secretary, F. W. Rouse. 

The Jand is to be used by this com- 
pany in the breeding of half bred 
cavalry remounts from thoroughbreds 
to the number of not less than 1,500 
a@ year after 1916. The Canadian gov- 
ernment is to have first right of pre- 
emption at a maximum price of $250 
per horse and the war office to have 
pre-emption rights on the animals 
which remain. The land ig leased at 
two cents an acre, or a total of $1,203 
per year.

The Duke Remained a Devoted 
Friend of Canada All Hie Life—im 
strumental In Creating Interest In 
Emigration to Canada. 

The Duke of Argyll, who died re 
cently after a short ess, is the 
second ex-governor-general of Cam 
ada to pass away in the present year. 

is term of service from 1878 to 1889 

ent in the Dominidén was one which 
saw the dawn of a great era of prow 
perity. 

It is said that when Lord Beacons 
field first proposed the appointment, 
the Duke of Argyll expressed hesita 
tion as to being insufficiently equip 
ped to assume the office. Queen Vie 
toria, however, pressed him to accept, 
with e result that he became one 
of the best and most popular of gow 
ernors-general. . 

The eldest son of the eighth Duke 
of Argyll, a peer with w reputation in 
Politics, science and literature, and 
a daughter of the second Duke of 
Sutherland, the Duke was born at 
Stafford House, in London, on Aug 
6th, 1845. Until he wag fifty-five he 
Was known as the Marquis of Lorne. 
In his education he combined in turm 
the schools and universities of Scot 
land and England—Edinburgh Acad 
emy and Rton, St. Andrew's and Trim 
ity. College, Cambridge. 

In 1868, he entered parliament as 
Liberal Member for Argyllshire, 
which he represented for ten yeara, 
during four of which he was private 
secretary to his father, the Secretary 
of State for India, in Gladstone's first 
ministry. 

He married the Princess Louise, 
fourth daughter of Queen Victoria, on 
March 21, 1871. The marriage cere- 
mony was performed in St. George's 
Chapel, Windsor, by the Bishop of 
London, assisted by the Bishops of 
Winchester, Oxford and Worcester. 
He was created a Knight of the This 
tle in 1872. He was created a Knight 
Grand Cross of the Order of SSX 
Michael and George. 

In 1878 he was appointed governcr 
general of Canada. “I believe you 
have abilities.” said Disraeli, in mak- 
ing the appointment. At first, Queen 
Victoria was far from enthusiastio 
about it, but Disraeli’s arguments pre- 
vailed. “The Queen, when I. first 
spoke of it,” Disraeli explained to the 
Marquis, “‘hought that she would not 
like her daughter to be so far, but 
on considering that Canada is now 
only ten days off and that you might 
come home for a time every year, 
and, after sleeping over it, she was 
quite in favor of the proposal.” 

Th appointment was hailed with 
satisfaction in Can:da and the young 
governor-general—he wag then only 
thirty-three—entered upon his term 
of office with the hearts of the people 
strongly preposseased in his favor. 
The Marquis held the post five years, 
and proved himself a governorgener- 
al of the greatest skill and tact. 
Succeeding a man of the ability and 
eloquence of Lord Dufferin, his task 
was one of difficulty but he accom 
plished it with distinction to himself 
and profit to the Dominion. 

During his occuption of Rideau 
Hall the Marquis and His Royal Con- 
sort won thoroughly the esteem and 
affection of all classes of the Can- 
adian people. The gracious and dignt 
fied presence of the Princess Louise 
went far to bring success to the’ five 
happy years they spent in the Do 
minion. 

While governor-general, the Marx 
quis founded the Royal Society of 
Canada for the promotion of Jitera- 
ture and science within the Domin- 
ion, and in conjunction with the Prin- 
cess Louise, he founded the Royal 
Canadian Academy of Art. 

The Duke remained a devoted 
friend of Canada a?! his life. and im 
many ways he worked to advance the 
interests of the Dominion. To Can- 
adians visiting Great Britain he ex 
tended many courtesies. He always 
expressed his firm conviction that 
British people leaving the old home 
eould find no better place in the 
world to go to than Canada. In con- 
nection with emigration it is inter 
esting to note that it was due to him 
that information on this subject is te 
be obtained at every post office in the 
United Kingdom. It was some time 
before he could induce the British 
government to take the matter up

the commission, the appointment of 
which was approved by the provincial 
legislature at the recent session, are 
defined as follows: To report on the 
task of shaping and executing a sye 
tematic plan for securing all such 
books, documents, maps, journals, let 
ters, etc., relating to the early history 
of the province; the best method tw 
be adopted to arrange and render ao 
cessible those original sources from 
which alone an adequate knowledge 
of the history of Manitoba can be 
granted; and on what classes of doca- 
ments might, to the adventage of his 
torical students, be copied from the 
deposits in the archives branch of the 
Dominion government at Ottawa. The 
commission is further dirécted to as 
pertain the nature and extent of the 

‘erials for local history that may 
still exist in Manituba and the other 
western provinces of Canada, and as 
to what steps should be taken to pre- 
serve them from destruction.—Free 
Press.
